IN  FRANCE  DURING  SUMMER 


Nine  students  of  The  Woman's  Col¬ 
lege  have  been  accepted  to  study  the  French 
Language  in  France  this  summer  as  partol 
die  first  annual  "Study  Abroad"  program 
introduced  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
University  System,  according  to  Mrs*  Mol¬ 
ly  Thomas  who  is  secretary  to  Dr.  S.  C* 
Mangiaiico,  director  of  the  progTam. 

This  pr og r a m  is  an  innovation  in 
language  education.  This  summer  will 
mark  its  beginnings,  and  It  will  be  contin¬ 
ued  annually  from  now  on. 

According  to  Mrs*  Thomas,  two 
countries  are  involved  in  this  summer's 
"Study  Abroad"  program.  Ten  students 
will  go  to  die  University  of  Munich  to  study 
the  Gorman  language*  They  will  also  live  ., 
with  a  selei:ted  German  family, 

Twenty  Georgia  students  willgotoUie 
University  of  Dijon  in  Dijon,  Fr  a  iic  e  to 
study  the  French  language. 

The  students  will  also  make  several 
trips  to  cities  of  interest  in  Europe  among' 
which  will  be  Paris,  France  and  Geneva, 
Switzerland, 

Tho  students  who  are  Involved  in  this 
program  will  receive  12  hours  credit  fi’om 
their  respective  colleges  and  a  special 
certificate  from  die  university  at  which  he. 
studies,
